The CSU Board of Trustees’ 
recent decision to periodically review 
10b performances of the system's 19 
university presidents comes as good 
news to CSUS, a campus not known 
for having much luck with its chief 
execulives 
The trustees’ decision, according 
to CSU Vice Chanceller for Faculty 
and Scaff Affairs Caesar Naples, means 
there will be a formal evaluation of 
each president every five years and a 
less formal evaluation annually 
The decision came on a 14-1 vote 
and in the wake of an often acrimon- 
tous dispute at CSU Sonoma where 
President Peter Diamondopoulos was 
forced te quit last July after run-ins 
with the faculty over budget problems 
and teacher layoffs 
Prior to that, another president, 
Norman Baxter, was for ed to resign 
from his post at CSU Fresno 
In recent years, however, CSUS 
has had at least two presidents who 
have left the school under troubled 
circumstances. Robert Johns, who 
has since been fired from a similar

The result 
was frequent embarrassing and nega- 
tive publicity 

English department Chair Vernon 
I, Hornback, a member of the search 
commuttee currently considering can- 
didates for the permanent CSUS pre- 
sidency left vacant when W. Lloyd 
Johns resigned last summer for a job 
in Washington, D.C., said the system 
should have used a presidential 
review system years ago and avoided 
some of the problems here. 

“If we had had periodic reviews in 
the past we probably would have 
fared better (at CSUS),” he said. “Bob 
Johns was not a baJ president . . . 


Bul, if somebody had been available 
to keep track of his dealings with the 
(Hornet) Foundation mn other 
words if he hadn't been able to feel he 
had an absolute free hand and nobody 


was ever going tocheck on him — he 


might never have gotten into trouble 
here.” 

Hornback, who has taught at 
CSUS under all of its presidents and

CSUS Cross-Country Coach Joe 
Neff got a pleasant surprise at the 2nd 
Annual Hornet Invitational at Rock- 
lin’s Sierra College last Saturday 
morning 

In a preview of both the NCAC 
and Division II Regional finals (both 
of which will be run at Sierra), the 
men’s team finished second with 54 
points in the 10,000 meter run, 
behind a talented Cal Poly Pomona 

squad, which garnered 31 points 
Meanwhile, the Hornet women 
finished third in their 5,000 meter 
race with 67 points. Leading the pack 
was CSU Hayward with 30 points, 
followed by CSU Chico with 55 

“T got a little more than I had 
expected,” said Neff. “I was just hop- 
ing to get in the top five teams. I 
thought that (the results) showed that 
we could be champions.” 

Coming otf a season opening loss 
to Division I school CSU Fresno, the 
Hornet men were led by Lee Young, 
who picked up third place honors 
with a 33:00 me. Ted Franse fin- 
ished seventh at 33:16, while his 
teammate Fernando Fernandez came 
in tenth at 33:23, 

“We're running more like a 
team,” said Neff, “but we still need 
more conditioning.” 

The Hornets’ performance 
becomes even more impressive when 
considering that Matt Gary, one of the 
team's top runners, could not attend 
the meet. 

Tony Reyes from Pomona came 
in first with 32:32. Second-place went 
to Andy Fergusen of The Capital City 
Flyers running club in Sacramento, 
while Pomona’s Brock Vaughn's 
33:11 time earned him fourth. 

Pomona, which also took sixth, 
ninth, eleventh, and twelfth in the 
race, earned Neff’s respect. 

“Pomona’s one of the best in the 
nation,” he said 

Broncos’ Head Coach Jim Sack- 
ett, who coached the Sacramento 
City College track team from 1964- 
69, was very pleased with his runners’ 
performance. “We ran on a good 
group. It was a great meet. We've got 
to stay healthy, but I anticipate being 
in the Nationals.” 


In the women’s race, Hayward's 
Kathy Koudela led the heat, streaking 
across the finish line at 17:32. Chico's 
Shermagne Gunn came in «cond at 
18:05, while The Flyers’ Heike 
Skaden (18.08) and Michelle 
Andersen (18:13) followed closely 
behind at third and fourth re- 
spectively. 

Hornets Laura Rinde (18:27), 
Claudia Morlang (19:10) and Colleen 
Strout (19:11) earned seventh, tenth 
and eleventh places, respectively. 


“Hayward looks like the team to 
beat in the conference,” said Neff of 
the Pioneers, who also secured sixth, 
eighth and ninth place. 


“If we expect a crowd we can't 
safely handle, then we'll change.” he 
said, admitting the profit CSUS 
athletics can make is a consideration 
He conceded the move would elim:- 
nate the advantage of the 7,000-seat 
Hornet Field where Aggie boosters 
would receive only 1,000 seats 

CSUS Sports Information Direc 
tor Mike Duncan said, “The big 
advantage (for Davis) is that we 
havent played at Hughes in four 
years. We have our own locker and 
our fiela ere.”

Gridders Drop To 1-2 


Pre-Conference Jitters 
Cause Lost To Portland

“You don’t judge a football team 
until the end of the season. We knew 
our schedule would be tough. It is the 
toughest schedule we have ever had, 
but we are not ready to push the panic 
button,” said CSUS Head Coach Bob 
Mattos after the Hornets saw their 
record drop to 1-2 with a 25-16 loss 
against the Portland State Vikings on 
Saturday. 

For the second consecutive week, 
the Hornets were the victims of their 
own mistakes. Three turnovers, 13 
penalties for a whopping 109 yards, at 
least four dropped passes, and the 
inability to score inside their oppo- 
nents 10-yard line contributed to the 
Hornet's downfall. 

“We weren't hitting on all cylind- 
ers, we had every statistic in our 
favor,” said Mattos. 

The Hornets totaled 365 yards on 
offense, ran 81 plays, passed for 269 
yards, and held the ball for over 33 
minutes.

uses color Xerox and mixed media, 
and “Vegetarian Millinary,” which 
uses Type “C” color photography.

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Presidential Reviews Get An “A” 


The whole idea of whether CSU presidents at 
the 19 campuses throughout the system should 
be subject to periodic evaluations was decided 
last week as the CSU Board of Trustees voted 
14-1 to make them formally mandatory at least 
once every five years. For a complex university 
network like the CSU system, which encom- 
passes nearly 320,000 students and millions of 
dollars, the idea was long overdue 


Apparently, the trustees had been contem- 
plating this policy long before enacting it, and well 
they should have. The latest incident, which may 
have been the final straw, involved the president 
of CSU Sonoma. Peter Diamondopoulos was 
forced to resign in July by Chancellor W. Ann 
Reynolds after he became involved in budget 
difficulties and questionable handling of 
tenured faculty members 


Of course, this is not an isolated case. Univer 
sity presidents throughout the country are by no 
means divorced from mismanagement, insurrec- 
tion or even plain incompetence. By the same 
token, CSUS is not removed from the main- 
Stream of American university happenings and, 
as a result, has had its share of problematic 
The most was W. Liovd 
Johns’ predecessor James Bond, who was

relieved of his duties in 1978 as a result of poor 


It’s not the fact that CSUS has had experien- 
ces with presidents unable to execute the job that 
Sways us in favor of this new policy. Rather, it ts 
a concern for students systemwide who have 
suffered from the ineptness of leadership that has 
resulted in a iower quality of their increasingly 
expensive higher education. Our support of the 
reviews, loo, 18 an Optimistic OUTLOOK that fore- 
sees future problems not climinted but certainly 
curtailed 

Not surprisingly, none of the current CSI 
presidents raised veral opposition to the measure 
and, in fact, several volunteered to be the “guinea 
pigs” this year. One reason may be that no one 
wants to look suspect. Another, more important 
reason may be that the president under review 
will be allowed to advise Reynolds regarding the 
composition his three-member review commit- 
tee. Though no members of that committee will 
come from the president’s university, one cannot 
expect the president to advocate a noted criti 
This flaw in the plan should be corrected 

Though the review will only serve as a guide 
for Reynolds or future chancellors to judge pres 
idents by, and not an instrument for dismissal, it 
will at least act as an effective check to keep the 
presidents honest and efficient. This is not an 
unreasonable policy as all managers are periodi- 
cally reviewed in the private sector. Economi-

This ts in response to Rich Co 
letter which appeared in last Friday 
Hornet. Wt has been my practice for 
seven years to avoid word warfare 
with students. In this case. however 
Cox's factual errors and phony hy po- 
theses are so very far removed from 
what actually occurred that a 
response 1s called for 

First, Rich was never on site dur- 
ing the demonstration on the first day 
of classes. Thus, at best, his pontlica 
tion 1s based on something less than 
first-hand knowledge. This hasn't 
impeded his opinionated rhetoric in 
the past, probably won'tin the future 
but in this case his uninformed status 
bears heavily on the credibility of his 
letter 

Second, in his attempt to paint me 
as a racist, he mentions an unautho 
nzed demonstration which took place 
last year. He notes that | handled that 
one differently. He said there were no 
police involved. He concludes that | 
acted differently because last year's 
case involved a primarily white group 
while this year's group was predom- 
nantly black. His conclusion is as 
weak as his memory of last year's 
sit-in 

There were police present last 
year. There was an arresi. The major 
difference in the two events though 
was that last year’s group created a 
very minor disruption in a single 
office for a short amount of ume 
(Cox is flat wrong in saying last year’s 
event lasted five hours —— it was about 
an hour in duration from my invol- 
vement unul it ended). The program 
disrupted was one in my division. 
That program was on the second floor 
of the building. It was late in the day 
and the protesters were quiet, fol- 
lowed the requests of my staff to con- 
tain the sit-in to a narrow area and did 
not interfere with the rights of other 
students or faculty and staff in any 
significant manner. 

This year's demonstration was dif- 
ferent in many key respects. The 
group located itself in a manner that 
disrupted most of an entire building 

probably the busiest building on 
campus that day. The building was 
heavily crowded with people going to 
and from classes, standing fifty-deep 
in registration lines and cashier's lines 
and hundreds waiting for financial «id 
assistance. A half dozen programs and 
offices were significantly disrupted. 
The demonstrators repeatedly refused 
Our requests t© Cooperate and were 
consistently lond with song and slo- 


gan. I certainly never felt any threat of 


Miolence from the demonstrators. | 
did, however, feel there was a distinct 
possibility of violence from non 
demonstrators toward the sit-in 
group. [twas the firstday of classes. I 
Was hot and the hundreds of non 
demonstrators were obviously short 
on pauience, not eager to Suffer further 
delays in transacting their business 
There were a number of heated 
exchanges between the sit-in group 
and the hundreds trying to take care 
of business 

In such situations it is my top 
priority to assure that no person gets 
hurt. In my term as dean no one has 
been hurt in any demonstration. The 
clearing of the buildi.g two weeks 
ago 
would not hesitate to do it again. My 


was a precaulionary move. | 
decision to remove the group was 
based on their clear and spoken intent 
to remain for two hours, the level of 
disruption to many programs and 
people and my perception that the 
amount of hostility directed at the 
demonstrators was leading to an 
unsafe environment for everyone in 
the vicinity 

Anyone can question my apprai- 
sal of the scene and my decision 
even someone, as Cox, who wasn't 
there. It is, however, my responsibility 
to make those judgments. I can only 
use the specific facts and surroundings 
of each such incident in making a 
determination, Racism had nothing 
to do with my action. Racism has 
never played a part in my personal or 
professional dealings with any human 
being. I've given a great deal of time 
and energy to combat racism from the 
ume I was old enough to know what 
it was. Cox’s allegation, like his letter,
